Indications: Amoxil® (amoxicillin) is similar to 
ampicillin in its bactericidal action against susceptible 
strains of Gram-negative organisms —H. influenzae 
E.coli, P_ mirabilis and N. gonomhoeae, and Gram- 
positive organisms—Streptococci (including Strep- 
tococcus faecalis), D. pneumoniae and non- 
penicillinase-producing staphylococci.
